NATURE TAKING CARE OF 
THE WHEAT SURPLUS 

There is little sense in hiding the 

fact that Canada’s 1957 crop pros- 
pects are not good. It is doubtful 
if Western Canada will produce 
more than sixty per cent of the 
gross bushels averaged during the 
past five years. 
Here in the Camrose district, 
where a serious crop situation sel- 
dom develops, the lack of rainfall 
during the crop season has been 
serious, relieved only at the last 
minute by spasmodic showers, with 
not yet a_ real soaker to save the 
situation. 

The bushel yield for Western 
Canada will surely be cut a good 
forty per cent, but the quality will 
likely be superior to the grain 
threshed in the wet years. 

We still cling to the theory that 
a surplus is more desirable than a 
shortage. The world looks upon 
Canada with envy, because the peo- 
ple «are well fed. And it seems 
strange that Canadian influence is 
resented in lands where better pro- 
duction is possible under improved 
and tested Canadian production 
methods. It would seem that peo- 
ple just don’t want to be saved!

July 21 to 27 has been proclaimed 
Farm Safety Week by the Govern- 
ment of Alberta. Do you know 
that in 1956 sixty-six farm resi- 
dents lost their lives through acci- 
dents? Of this given total, 29 were 
killed with farm machinery and 14 
with fire; nine lost their lives due 
to animals. These, in most cases 
were caused by carelessness. It is 
a tragedy that so many accidents 
occur; the loss of life is great and 
the suffering and hardships to 
those left in a family where trag- 
edy has struck is unmeasureable. 

Every fatal accident is news, but 
the injuries which are experienced 
are ‘not. Injuries with loss of 
limbs, suffering and hospital bills 
are all too common on farms. 
Many farm people have handicaps 
and shortened life span, along with 
suffering, due to some previous ac- 
cident. 

Prevention is the only way to de- 
crease farm accidents. Cost of 
these accidents are due to careless- 
ness, taking a chance. Fatigue 
Causes many; man can only work so 
long, so hard, until his reactions 
become very slow. Young children 
should not operate power machin- 
ery for any long period; they tire 
quickly and often lack sound judg- 
ment which experience teaches. 

Play jit safe, have machinery and 
equipment in good repair, take your 
time, avoid rushing, keep safety 
shields in place, do not adjust or 
oil moving equipment, avoid becom- 
ing over-tired. In buildings and 
with livestock use proper facilities 
and have the proper tools as you 
do your daily chores. 

With these few precautions and 
common sense judgment, accidents 
could and would be decreased on 
our farms.
